Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Miunicipal Code is anended by

changing Section 11-13-1.1 as foll ows:

(65 ILCS 5/11-13-1.1) (fromCh. 24, par. 11-13-1.1)

Sec. 11-13-1.1. Special uses. The corporate authorities

of any municipality may in its ordi nances passed under the
authority of this Division 13 provide for the classification
of special uses. Such uses may include but are not limted to
public and quasi-public wuses affected wth the public
interest, wuses which may have a uni que, special or unusual
i npact upon the use or enjoynent of neighboring property, and
pl anned devel opnents. A use may be a permtted use in one or
nore zoning districts, and a special use in one or nore other
zoning districts. A special use shall be permtted only after
a public hearing before sonme conmmssion or committee
designated by the corporate authorities, wth prior notice
thereof given in the manner as provided in Section 11-13-6
and 11-13-7. A special wuse shall be permtted only upon
evidence that such use neets standards established for such
classification in the ordinances, and the granting of
perm ssion therefor may be subject to conditions reasonably
necessary to neet such standards. In addition, any proposed
special wuse which fails to receive the approval of the
commi ssion or comittee desi gnat ed by t he corporate
authorities to hold the public hearing shall not be approved
by the corporate authorities except by a favorable mgjority
vote of all aldernen, conmssioners or trustees of the
muni ci pality then holding office; however, the corporate

authorities may by ordi nance increase the vote requirenent to

two-thirds of all aldernen, conmm ssioners or trustees of the
muni ci pality then hol ding office.
